13. Other: Applicant argues that Bertaccini (4,147,455) fails to teach or suggest "the tilting creates a lateral force acting on the 
pipelines, in relation to the weight of the pipelines and an inclination angle of the upper surfaces, which predetermines a direction of a 
downward transversal movement of the pipelines on the upper surfaces of the supports." Applicant further argues that the supporting 
system of Bertaccini completely limits the transversal movement of the pipeline and generates a system at a stable equilibrium. 

Examiner replies that the claims do not require the pipeline to be positioned on the support prior to the tilting of the upper surfaces of the 
supports on which the pipeline rests. Therefore, if the pipeline were placed on the upper end of the supports (end adjacent pulley 15) 
after the supports were in position, the pipeline would experience a downward transversal movement on the upper surfaces of the 
supports until said pipeline came to rest against the upper surface of the wedge 1 0 (Fig. 1 ). 

Furthermore, even if the pipeline of Bertaccini were laid on the support adjacent the upper surface of the wedge, the pipeline would still 
experience a lateral force acting thereon that pushes said pipeline against the wedge. Claim 1 only requires that the tilting of the support 
predetermines a "direction of a downward transversal movement" of the pipeline and does not require the pipeline to move in a 
downward transverse direction relative to the support . 
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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: An additional claim limitation has been added to 
claim 1 that requires further search and consideration.
